ADDRESS. 

Called by the passing away ot another year to 
meet the members affM American pirty in Na 
tional Council, the occasion demands a reaffirms 
tiou ol our opinions. We are ready to day as 
aforetime to give :i retlOB for the faith thai is 
in u-. and as ready to day as ever before to stand 
t.t-i our vo»s o: demotion to our whole coun 
try. Keither disfiMM-d by defeat, nor dislreart 
ened bv opposition — neither discouraged by tin 
past, nor without hope lor the future — we meet 
together both to counsel one with another, audio 
show to the people o! the United States by our 
i and our numbers here in open conven 
that as* pirty we are hopeful and determin- 
ed as to our future court* of action. 

Th- dominant piny at the North audthedom- 
ia iiit part] at the South, by appeals made to sec- 
tions il'e luntry and the passions of the day, are 
temporarily successful. But a temporary triumpli 
is no evidence o! permanent success Nor does a 
victory secured by pas-ion give evidence of a 
frue attachment to principle. A true soldier will 
never be dishe iriened in sustaining a good cause 
because of one or many defeats 

The nine liuudre i MMMaMnfl American voters 
who susuir.ied the Amertcn emui Lit"- f >r the 
two first otHces in l ie gift of the people in No 
rern'K-r lasi may enjoy the consciousness o! an 
honest work weli meant ami well do.ie. Tfcvjf 
neither counteo the e..-t of defeat nor faltered in 
the diseharge of ■ great public duty, and had tin- 
thousands of men who agreed with them in 
opinion as to the justice of their principles and 
the fit ness of their candidate acied upon the same 
convictions of public duty, the result would have 
been far different. At tiie North, tens of thou- 
sands voted for Mr. Fremont upon the plea that 
there was no chance for Mr. Fillmore, while Urns 
of thousands voted for Mr. Buchauan at the 
South upon the pica that a vote for Mr. Fillmore 
would secure the election of the candidate of the 
miscalled Republican party. It was a cruel and 
une.iKed for sacritiee of principle upon the altar 
•■; xpediency. an.! one of those sacrifices ofprin 
ciple which, if persu-tei in, in private life, as is 
sometimes the case, in the consideration of sub 
jects of great pubiic moment, would result in 
eomm ju disaster. When patriotism become- 1 .. 
rule of action and a true love of country point- 
out the path of duty, nothing can excuse the 
yieldiug up of that which is right for that which 
is merely expedient. 

We do uoi, however seek to recall anything 
in the pa-t calculated to wound the feelings ot 
ihose who were tempted in a moment of despon 
dency or thoughtlessness to forget their obliga- 
tions to their country or their associates in princi- 
ple. 

Thousands who left our ranks in November, 
drawn iw.it uy the temporary expedients and 
passions ot the hour, h ive returned to the fold of 
the American party. They have been taught in 
the bitter school of experience that the word ol 
promi-e may be made to the ear and broken to 
the hope Where there was apledg" to secure, 
and the power to eilect a pure ballot box — the 
want of which is one of the gieat evils of the 
times — and to accomplish which ought to unit, 
the good men of all parties — there has been eilh 
er a criminal indifference to the evil itself or a 
bold piarlicipa'.ion in that wrong. So in the 
promises made at the North to secure a pure 
franchise through the agency of a registry law 
where all could see and know who, under the 
constitution and by the laws, were entitled to 
vote. 

In no instance that we can recall to mind have 
either of the two great organiz itions opposed the 
American party endeavored to secure those 
wholesome reforms which are essential either to 
an inteligent or honest exerci-e of the rights of 
franchise Even where an attempt has been 
made, as in New York, to secure a practical re- 
form under the naturalization laws, so that while 
the change would not extend the five yeais* resi- 
dence previous to naturalization provided by the 
laws ol the United States, it would, neverthe- 
less, secure a small portion of this limited resi 
dence before the alien was alowed to vote.theat- 
tempt has failed, by the combined opposition of 
both the Democratic and Republican parties, who 
not unfrequently work together at. the North to 
destroy the American organization. And while 
'here has been a neglect to maintain a pure (Van 
chise for white voters, and an open and earnest 
opposition to all reforms, proposing simply reme- 
dial measures lor admitted great public evils, 
there has also been enacted in New York a sue 
cessful measure looking to such an amendment 
of the Constitution as would secure a general sys- 
tem of suffrage to the negroes of the State. Thus, 
in one part of the Union a State Constitution is 
opened to sust ain the question of negro suffrage, 
while in another part of the Union the alien has 
had conferred upon him privileges wholly uti 
known to the native-born citizen. To day a foreign 
pauper or a foreign criminal, driven or banished 
from the pest or prison houses of Europe, is made in 
all things, and regardless of his residence in the 
country, an equal with the citizen whose service has 
been life-long, patriotic, and useful in the land of 
his birt Ii To mot ;. i« .^rain. State- in another sec 
tion of the country become revolutionary in their 
plans of opposition to the Federal Government, 
and exhau-: :-iotism and labor in meas- 

uics of mere speciality and favor lor the negro. 

We seek to avoid such analomies of legislation 
in both our Federal and Slate governments. — 
Their tendency is neither toward humanity nor 
mercy. They benefit neither the while nor the 
black race and, whether well meant or ill meant, 
result in that spirit of strife and uncharitableness 
in different States and among different classes of 
people which the true men of the country cannot 

Higher aims and nobler objects animate the 
American party. We know of no political differ- 
ences between the rights of the North and the 
rights of the South. All are subordinate to the 
constitution of <-.ir common country. The union 
of the States, the rights of the States, the privi- 
leges of the p.-ople in the States, and under the 
Union, is our chief glory and our greatest good. — 
When differences ol opinion come, as come they 
will, they mu-i be settled, not by crimination and 
hate, but by re i ere nee to that great principle of com- 
mou right and INHM protection — the Consti 
tittion or the Dana* Statks; and if there shall 
unfortunately a_ . n be dfferences of opinion as 
to what is granted' aud what is denied by the 
constitution, the udidarv of the land, through 
the authorized o U ris of the nation, can alone 
make up and decide the final issue. Theconstitu 
tion and the law must, therefore, at all times and 



and of the press, the right of the people peacea 
bly to assemble and petition the government for 
a redress of grievances, are among these speciti 
ed constitutional personal rights, and cannot be 
abridged except as the obuse of these privleges is 
restrained by the laws of the land. Equally ex- 
j.lieii are the rights of the States over their own 
territories, and interference with them becomes 
both a public abuse of power aud an act of per 
Bona! impertinence. If all men in all sections of 
the country, couid realize where their powers 
commence, aud where they cease — if they could 
understand that they are no more responsible for 
other men's sins than they are secure in their own 
self assumed virtues, all would be comparatively 
well. 

1 here are many and vitai questions upon which 
the American party can agree, and to these all 
other subjects should be subordinate. They are, 
in brief, condensed in the following spirit of our 
Natioual Platform. We hold, for example, as 
cardinal maxims of public justice and private 
duty, to the following rule of faith and actton:

IWt Americans must rule America. 
I'm re is nothing here not taught in the Consti- 
tution of the United Stales, and nothing here re- 
pugnant to the spirit and letter of that instrument 
ol liberty and law. The provision of the Consti 
union which requires the President of tho United 
States to be a native born citizen — which requires 
tie- Vice President to possess the same qualifica- 
tions with the President — which, in the foreign 
born imposes a nine vears' residence, after na- 
turalization, as qualification of a candidate for 
the United States Senate, and a residence of 
seven years, alter naturalization, as a qualified 
lion lor a Representative in Congress — which for - 
- | for office, and the maintenance of 
an established Religion, are all part and parcel 
of our faith and practice So far from departing 
from any provision of the Constitution, we seek 
m r. -tore a respect for its framers, and an entire 
and hearty obedience to its provisions. It is, 
above aud beyond all other records of political 
er. . .!-, the platform of the American party. 

But we cannot shut our eyes to other issues 
which have been forced upon* us by the Democrat- 
ic party, which is not ouly not what it was in times 
nast, Ml which seems to have outlived its con- 
sisieney, its usefulness, and its virtues. It has 
different faces for different parts of the country, 
and different phases to illustrate its many creeds, 
ll has involved the government in great difficulty, 
and no man feels secure in the future while this 
party is in power. U under Democratic Adminis- 
trations there has been an open violation of law 
in the Territory of Utah. A social system which 
would have disgraced the darkest ages, utterly re 
Dugnant to civilization, reflecting the highest dis 
honor upon the government, a festering sore upon 
the political body, and every day growing from 
1 to worse, exist* and Mi existed for four 
years past within the borders of our own govern- 
ment. We condemn this outrage upon morals 
and humanity, aud desire to see the nuisance 
abated We trace it, however, as one of the nat- 
ural ills incident to that system of administration 
which seeks to fill the nation with criminals, pau 
pers, and fanatics from the old world. We trace 
the great majority of wrongs in Utah, the act of 
•[■• a- M, the cases of arson, the multitudes ol 
murders, the cruel banishments, the beastly in- 
tercourse, to that uuiiatural indifference to those 
who, serpent like, have crept into the bosom of 
ihe nation in order to sling aud destroy it. 

Otlierquestionsofgre.it importance though of 
less magnitude also attract our attention The 
public domain, secured by a common treasure and 
a common sacrifice of blood aud labor, the com- 
mon property of the nation is distributed without 
IM ii. I !u the general ownership, and with a lav 
;sii!iess of appropriation which shows an utter in- 
difference to the just claims ana true wants of the 
American people. 

Who can arrest these evils and restore the gov 
eriimeni lo it- ancient landmarks but the Amer- 
ican party? Where else is there a sure hope of 
the union of the States with that free expression 
of opinion which belongs to every Common- 
wealth of the Republic, and to everv citizen M the 
Union? 

We call then upon our countrymen all over 
the hind to organize and act Let them seek to 
give honor, strength, prosperity, and perpetuity 
to our glorious Union by making the love ol 
country and of the whole'country a passion and a 
principle. 

The past in our nation is made glorious by the 
patriotism aud heroism of our noble ancestry of 
Southern men of the stamp and character of him 
who led the great armies of the Revolution, and 
of those who were distinguished under the con- 
federation and in the convention which framed the 
constitution. Northern men, too, of the stamp and 
character of the son of Massachusetts who nomi 
nated George Washington t£ Virginia to be Gen- 
eral-in-Chief of the armies of the Republic, and 
like him received the sword ot the leading British 
General on Southern soil at the instance of the 
forever loved, Heaven protected Father of our 
common country. 

Living then in these great examples of the 
past — seeking to re-baptise the whole nation in 
the spirit of the great and good men who led 
the way to victory, and to independence, we, 
too, are hopeful and heartful of the great fu- 
ture. 

We invoke the sympathy, the aid, the co-ope 
ration of all men, all over the land, who are with 
us and of us in principle and sentiment — and of 
all men too, who wish to reform those gross 
.!ii.-e- in the State and nation which have result 
ed in so much personal wrong, and left a stain 
like a wound upon the fair frame of the Republic. 
Americans aud friends of Americans, North and 
South. E.-t and West. "Awake, arise, or be for- 
ever fallen."

KHBMt« Attaint. 

Our readers have been apprised that great 
frauoU are alleged lo have been commuted in the 
recent elections in Kansas The Free State party 
have petitioned Gov. Walker to give the actual 
residents of the Territory the direction of their 
owa afl'airs, and he, after euquiring into the 
charges brought against the pro slavery party has 
concluded to throw out the enure vote of the Or 
ford precinct. But the following protest and pro- 
clamation will explain the whole matter: 

To his Excellency R. J. Walkkr, Governor, and 
th? Hon Faro. P. Stantoh, Secretary oj die Ttr 
ritory of Kant**: 

The undersigned, citizens of the Sixth Council 
and Tenth Representative Districts, in the 6aid 
Territory of Kansas, beg leave respectfully to 
represent, that at the election, held on the 5th 
inst., for Delegate to Congress, members of the 
Legislative Asseoiblv, and other public officers, 
gross fraud- were committal in the returns for 
Oxford precinct, by which a large number of 
votes, viz: about 1,6-26, were returned, purporting 
to be polled at that precinct, which, your memo 
rialists have good cause to believe, and do believe, 
there were not to exceed one hundred legal rotes. 
They hare information in which they place full 
confidence that on the 5th day of October there 
were only about 91 votes polled, that on the day 
following, when it is purported some 1,53** votes 
were polled, th<re were no considerable number 
of persons in attendance or around the polls 
through the day ; indeed, they have information 
that not to exceed from tweaty to thirty persons 
were arouud the polls of the said Oxfoid precinct 
at any time during the 6th day of October They 
would further state that they have satisfactory 
evidence that the population of Johnson county 
is too sparse to contain a population so great as is 
represented to be polled at that precinct. They 
are assured, too, that a vast majority of the names 
attached to the returns are uot knowu in Johnson 
county. To this they would add that the said Ox- 
ford precinct is situated on the borders of the 
Territory, within a few rods of the Territorial 
line, and that the town of Little Santa Fe, in 
Missouri, is contiguous to said precinct and that 
if any such number of votes were polled, your 
memorialists believe they were polled by non res- 
idents of the Territory' of Kansas. They also 
are confident that such a large number of votes 
could not have been polled at one precinct, 
and by one set of officers, within the time limited 
by law. 

We would also state that Johnsou county, and 
Oxford precinct in particular, is within the limits 
of any Indian Territory, which is specially reserv- 
ed l>\ the orguiic act out of the Territory of Kan 
sis; that such Territory was unopen for legal 
seitlemeuton the 5th and 6th days of Octo- 
ber last, and remain- the same at this time, 
and that no legal settlements can be made 
within said reservation now, nor could not 
on the da>. nor at auy time prior to said elec- 
tion. 

Your memorialists, legal voters of said Repre 

tentative and Council districts, would respectful 
ly trotest against the vote of said Oxford dis- 
trict beiug counted in the returns of the Eighth 
Council and Tenth Representative districts, or 
for Delegate to Congress, for the reasous of fraud 
and illegality set forth in the above, and for 
other reasons which may appear. They ask His 
Excelle M > , the Governor, and His Honor, the 
Secretary, to take such action as their judgment 
may suggest, to inquire into ihe truth of our said 
allegations, and to do such other things in the 
premises as will secure 5i- against fraud, and 
give to the actual bona jidt residents of the 
I en itory and districts a voice in directing their 
own affairs. All of which is respectfully submit 
led.

Upon receiving this protest Governor Walker 
and his Secretary, Hon. Fred. P. Stinton, went 
in person to the precinct at which these frauds 
were said to have been committed. The sub- 
joined proclamation constitutes their report: 

PROCLAMATION. 
To tite pcofdi oj Kansas. 

Lecompton, October 19, 1^57. 

Bv the 'i*2d section of the organic act establish 
ing this Territorial government, it is provided in 
reference to the election of a delegate to Congress, 
that "the person having the greatest number of 
votes shall be declared by the Governor to be duly 
elected, and a certificate thereof shall be given 
accordingly." 

By the 16th section of the actof the Territorial 
Legislature of Kansas, entitled "an act to regu- 
late elections," it is made the duty of the Secre- 
tary to examine the returns in the presence of the 
Governor, and to "give to the person having the 
highest number of votes in their respective dig 
tt icts, certificates of their election to the Legisla- 
tive Assembly." 

Under these two provisions of the laws prevail- 
ing in this Territory, the recent general election 
baa presented for the joint consideration of the 
Governor and Secretary, a question of the gravest 
importance, not onl> to our own people, but also 
to those of the whole Union. This question arises 
upon the extiaordinary returns made from the 
precinct of Oxfoid in the county of Johnson. 
What purport to be the returns of the election 
held at that precinct on the 5th aud 6th instant, 
have bee. i received by the Secretary, containing 
sixteen h.indred and twenty -eight names of pre 
tended voters, or nearly one halt the number gi ven 
in the whole Representative District. The dis- 
position to be made of this supposed vote is ren- 
dered all important by the fact, that the politi- 
cal character of the Legislative Assembly will 
be controlled by the addition of three Council - 
men. and eight Representatives, to the strength 
of one party or the other, according to the 
adoption or rejection of the returns in ques- 

In point of fact it is well known that even the 
whole county of Johnson, comprising, as it does, 
part of an Indian Reserve, which, upon examina 
tion of the law, we find is not yet subject to set 
tlement or pre emption, can give no such vote as 
that which is represented to have been polled at 
this inconsiderable precinct of Oxford. But while 
this unofficial knowledge, well established and 
universal as it may be, could not become the 
ground of decision and action upon election re- 
turns, in themselves regular and authentic, the 
legitimate effect of an apparent enormity, such as 
that in question, would necessarily be to" induce a 
close examination of the paper presented, and to 
require for its acceptance a perfect compliance 
with all the essential provieione of the law "

and impartially made, has brought us to the con- 
clusion that the returns from Oxford precinct in 
Johnson county must be wholly rejected for the 
fo 1 lowing reasons: 

1st. It does not appear on the faoe of the docu 
meut presented to us, or in any other manner, 
that the judges of election took the oath im;>< ra 
tively required by the statute, to secure the "irn 
partial discharge of their duties according to 
law." 

2d. It does not appear that the paper presented 
to us was one of the two original poll -books kept 
at the election, as required by law; but, on the 
contrary, it does appear, from unmistakable in 
ternal evidence, that the paper is either a copy of 
some other document, or has been made up lor 
the occasion, and is not the genuine record of 
the votes taken at the election. The law re 
quires one of the poll books to be returned to the 
Secretary, the other to be deposited with the Clerk 
of the Board of Commissioners, of the proper 
county. 

3d. As the vote of each elector was to be re- 
corded for each oue of twenty two candidates, and 
in more than a hundred cases, for twenty five, 
and that by a viva voce vote, it was a physical im 
|>ossihility thai the number of votes pretended 
to have been taken on the second day, being 
more than fifteen buudred, with the name of 
the voter written, and each of twentv two candi- 
dates properly designated, could have been ta 
ken and recorded within the time prescribed by 
law. 

4th. It is extraordinary fact, tending to throw 
distrust upon the whole proceeding, that of the 
sixteen hundred and twenty eight votes, only oue 
is given to the delegate elect to Congress; and 
only one hundred and twenty-four are recorded as 
having been cast for the local candidates of the 
township. 

Influenced by these considerations, aud im- 
pressed with the grave responsibility resting upon 
us in reg ard to the fairness of the election, aud 
its freedom from all Iraud susceptible ofdetec 
tion aud prevention within the scope of our du 
ties, we deem it essential to truth aud justice th t 
we should ascertain every fact calculated to re 
fute or confirm the conclusions derived from the 
face of the papers. Accordingly we went to the 
precinct of Oxford, (which is a village with six 
houses, including stores, and without a tavern,) 
and ascertained from the citizens of that vicinity, 
and especially those of the handsome adjacent 
village of New Santa Fe in Missouri, (separated 
only by a street and containing about twenty 
houses,) that altogether not more than one tenth 
(he number of persons represented to h ive voted, 
were present on the two davs of the election, 
I much the smaller number, not exceeding thirty or 
forty being present on the last day, when more 
than fifteen hundred votes are represented ashav- 
in_- been given. The people of Oxford, as well as 
those of the neighboring village of Santa Fe, 
were astounded at the magnitude of the returns; 
and all persons of all parlies, in both places, 
treated the whole affair with derision or indigna 
tion, not having heard the alleged result until 
several days after it had occurred. 

In the course of our journey to and from Oxford 
we passed over much the larger part of the coun 
ty of Johnson, and we became thoroughly satis 
tied that there is no population in : he whole coun- 
ty fr»m which more than one-third the vote of 
that single precinct could have been given. We 
learned that some very few persons, having cab- 
ins on the reserve in Johnson county, and claim- 
ing m residence therein, though generally absent, 
had voted at some of the precints in that county; 
but we are convinced that a very inconsiderable 
number, not reaching, we believe, one hundred, 
of Missourians or other persons having no ad- 
mitted right to vote, did claim or attempt to ex- 
ercise that right, anywhere within that county. 
The people of Missouri cannot be justly charged 
w ith any interference in the late election, nor are 
they in any degree complicated with the evident 
l v fraudulent returns made from the precinct of 
Oxford. Those returns, beyond all doubt, are 
simulated and fictitious. 

Under these circumstances, we do not feel em- 
barrassed by any technical difficulty as to our 
right to go behind the returns. We hold the re 
turns themselves to be defective in form and in 
substance, and therefore inadmissable. We go 
behind them and inquire into the facte, only for 
the purpose of ascertaining whether by these val 
id objections to the mere returns, our rejection of 
them will have the effect of defeating the will 
of the people, sought to be fairly expressed at 
the polls In the event of such consequences, 
we might hesitate to reject a vote upon any de 
feet of form, however essential in law. But in 
the present case, we feel ourselves bound to ad 
here to the very letter of the law, in order to 
defeat a gross and palpable fraud. The consid 
cration that our owu party, by this decision, will 
lose the majority in the Legislative Assembly, 
does not make our duty in the premises less 
solemn aud imperative. The elective franchise 
would be utterly valueless, and free government 
itself would receive a deadly blow, if so great an 
outrage as this could be shielded under the cover 
of mete forms and technicalities. We cannot 
conset, in any manuer, to give the sanction of our 
r. --pective otiicial positions to such a transaction. 
Nor can we feel justified to relieve ourselves of 
the proper res^»ou>ibility of our offices, in a case 
wiiere there is no \aiid return, by submitting the 
question to the Legislative Assembly, and in that 
rejrj act, giving the parties that might claim to 
be chosen by this spurious vote, the power to de- 
cide upon their own election. 

In view of the condition of affairs in Kansas 
for several years past, of the efforts so long made 
to put in operation here a revolutionary govern- 
ment, and of the fact that this effort was sus 
pended under the belief that the political difficul- 
ties of this Territory might at length be fairly 
adjusted at the polls; if that adjustment should 
now be defeated and the people deprived of their 
rightful power under the laws of Congress, by 
ficticious returns of votes never given, it is our 
solemn conviction, that the pacification of Kan 
sas, through the exercise of the elective franchise 
would become impracticable, and that civil war 
would immediately be recommenced in this Ter- 
ritory, extending, we fear, to adjacent Suites and 
subjecting the government of the Union to im- 
minent peril. 

Because, therefore, the paper now under exam 
ination is not one of the original poll-books, by 
law required to be returned, and from the ab- 
sence of the oath prescribed by the territorial 
statutes for the judges of election, the returns be- 
ing thus clearly invalid and as we believe ficti 
tious and simulated, we have under the circum- 
stances no alternative but to reject the whole re 
turn from the Oxford precinct, and to give the 
certificates to those who appear to have been 
elected by virtue of the other regular returns.

Even now 
all the best dancing women, the bird-tamers, the 
snake-charmers, the Persian musicians, the jug 
glers, congreate from every part, not only of In 
dia, but of Asia, at Delhi. Hundreds of romao 
ces might be written of the lives of men and wo- 
men who, from this degraded class, become 
Court favorites, and by ready wit, personal beau- 
ty, and dark intrigue, ruled where they were wont 
to serve; aud even now, under absolute English 
rule, dissipation ever holds wildest revelry at Del- 
hi. Young men, both in the civil and military 
services, were too soon influenced by the conta 
gious and enervating influences of Delhi and its

CT The Frankfort Commonwealth, after advo 
eating for some time a eontiuuance of specie 
payment on the part of the Kentucky banks, re- 
commends an immediate suspension as the only 
hope of relief from existing evils in our monetary 
affairs. — Lou. Journal 

If our respected co temporary of the Journal 
will just make a slight alteration in the above 
by substituting the name of his own 
for that of the Commonwealt, he will have 
hit the nail exactly on the head, and, moreover, 
have given it a pretty hard lick. We never did 
advocate a continuance of specie payment by the 
Kentucky Banks, although all of our article" 
were calculated and designed to inspire confi 
dence in the minds of the people in the ability of 
the Kentucky banks to meet all their engage- 
ments, and to give an assurance to the people 
that the banks could and would redeem tln ir 
notes when presented — and we did this in order 
to secure business men against the slanderous 
misrepresentations of the "assorting brokers," 
who, bv discrediting the banks, were inducing the 
holders of Kentucky bank notes in other States 
to sell them at a discount The fact is, that, 
until our last issue, we gave the banks no advice 
upon the subject,— whether to suspend or not — 
and we did not meddle in the matter siniplv 
because we greatlv doubted our ability and right 
to dictate to or advise the ablest financiers of the 
country upon the course to be pursued in such an 
important juncture 

But although we never contended for the con 
linuance of specie payment on the part of the 
banks, nor yet advised a suspension, but until re- 
cently remained entirely silent upon the subject, 
we clearly set forth the truth, which must be ap 
parent to everv one, that the banks could not 
with safety loan out their notes as long as the 
"assorting brokers" continue to return those 
notes for redemption almost immediately after 
they were issued; and, therefore, we poured as 
much hot shot, grape, and cannisler, as we had 
in our magazine, into those pests in order to in- 
duce them, if possible, to cease their practices 
which were bringing ruin upon thousands, or, at 
anv rate, to persuade the merchants and farmers 
not to deposit with them. Every one knew that 
an expansion by the banks was necessary in order 
to enable the commission merchants to move the 
grain and cotton of the country to a market, and 
most people thought and still think that there 
would be no relaxation of the existing stringency 
in financial affairs until the grain and cotton is 
moved; and it was perfectly apparent to us that 
the banks could not expand, make new loans, 
and renew old ones, and at the same time stand 
up under the run made upon them by the brokers. 
H.-nce we blamed the assorting houses and not 
the banks for the contraction and all the atten 
dant evils. That that contraction has been the 
source of many of the evils under which the 
country groans is undoubtedly true, but it was 
unavoidable as long as the panic preyed upon the 
minds of the people and the brokers preyed upon 
the purses of the credulous and the vaults of the 
banks, and as long as the banks under these 
circumstances continued specie payment. We 
could not. under all the circumstances, blame* 
the banks for refusing to loan out their notes 
again after they had once redeemed them, 
but, as long as they continued specie payment, 
thought them justifiable in placing those notes 
in the safe not to be again thrown out for 
the profit of the Shylocks of Third Street, Cin 
It was evident to us that the banks 
t expand without a suspension, but that 
they must continue to contract, and we did not 
deem them culpable in so doing. 

But it has become evident to us that an expan 
sion is absolutely necessary in order to prevent a 
great depreciation in the values of property of 
every description, and in order to prevent whole 
communities from falling into the deplorable 
condition of bankrupts in fortune and in name; 
the banks cannot expand while the "assorting 
brokers" continue to run upon them, and there is 
no legal way to prevent these Shylocks from doing 
so as long as the banks continue specie payments, 
— for such men are dead to all feeling of shame and 
, they would willingly plunge the country 

to gratify the sordid cravings of their 
avaricious souls. Then, in order to get an expan 
6ion we must have a suspension, and we had much 
better have it at once, while the bank vaults are 
full of specie, than to wait for a month or two 
longer and then be compelled to suspend at last, 
when the specie shall have been taken from the 
banks and they shall be left without the power to 
resume at the appointed time for the other banks 
to recommence paving specie. If they do con- 
tinue to hold out, the people will suffer greatly 
for want of an expansion, the most gloomy pic 
cures which have been drawn in the imagination 
of croakers will become sad realities, the banks 
will be compelled to suspend at last when it may 
be too late to avert the catastrophe, and the de 
lay will only work for the benefit of the Shylocks 
of Cincinnati. The banks might, perhaps, secure 
a little more fame by holding out, but this is not 
to be weighed against the good of the communi- 
ty, who almost unanimously desire an immediate 
suspension, accompanied by a reasonable expan 
•ion. This is our position now, and, as the Jour 
nml says, our arguments from the very beginning 
have "furnished cogent reasons for immediate 
ur cotemporary and ourself 
nearly agree than either of us have

contained a demand that the banks should disre- 
gard their own interest and expand at once with- 
out suspension, and intimated that if they did not 
their depositors would compel them to suspend. 
And, taking this view of the Journal's article, 
we endeavored to demonstrate that which is ad 
mitted to be true, that the banks cannot expand 
and at the same time redeem their notes in spe 
cie one week after they are issued. But we may, 
after all, have misapprehended the purport of 
the Journals remarks and we may have been pur 
suing the same end all the time. However this may 
be, whether the Journal was wrong or not, most 
certain it is that it is now on the right track , and we 
agree with it that the first st«p towards a remedy 
for all the evils which threaten us is to stop ths 
contraction by an immediate suspension of spe 
cie payments 

ICT In the Lexington Observer of Wednesday, 
we find the following good report from the North 
ern Bank of Kentucky: 

Northern Bank or Kentucky, I 

Lexington, Oct. 27, 1857. $ 
At a meeting of the Board of Directors of this 
institution, held at their banking house this even 
ing,the following resolutions were unanimously 

adopted : 

Resulted, That, in the opinion of this Board, 
the Northern Bank is now able to offer reason 
able facilities for carrying to market the products 
of the State, and will co-operate with the other 
banks in so doing. 

Resolved, That this b ink will increase their dis 
couuls for the above purpose to the amount of 
five per ceut. on the whole capital prior to the 1st 
day of December next, and do recommend the 
remaining banks of the State to adopt a similar 
resol ut ion 

Extract from the minutes 

A F. HAWKINS, Cashier. 

This will doubtless be a great relief to the bu- 
siness men, but not near the amount which is 
necessary. If the Northern Bank of Kentucky 
can expand to the amount of 5 per cent, on its 
entire capital and continue specie payment, how 
far could it expand safely if specie payments 
were suspended? They must come to a suspen 
sion at last, or the country will be ruined. 

Inportant Dkcision Upon a Railroao Case. — 

Judge McLean delivered a long decision at Cin 
ciunati, Ohio, on Monday, in the U. S. Circuit 
Court of Indiana, upon a motion to appoint a Re- 
ceiver for the New Albany and Salem Railroad 
Company, in the case of Dow Williamson, Treas- 
urer, Slc, vs. the N. A. &,. S. R. R. Co. The 
Judge decided — 1st. That a Receiver need no* 
be appointed simply because there was a default 
in the payment of interest upon the bonds of the 
Company. The law abhors a forfeiture, and 
would never enforce one. 2d. The fact that the 
Company has paid all the net earnings (saving 
the annual surplus) to liquidate its Moating debt, 
did uotjustify the Court in holding that this was 
a misapplication of the earnings, for, if that debt 
was contracted to finish the road, or to re lay the 
track, then it was beneficial to the bondholders 
and ail concerned, 3d, That the Court would not 
take the road out of the hands of the present 
managers, for it was apparent that they had man- 
aged the road with fidelity and integrity. The 
Court then made an order, directing that in fu 
ture the net earnings of the road should be ap- 
applied in equal proportions to the payment 
of the floating debt aud the interest upon Bonds. 

Carrvinu Deadly Weapons. — We agree with 
our cotemporary of the Baltimore Patriot, that 
this evil and dangerous practice cannot be two 
strongly condemned. It is the fruitful source of 
outrage and murder. We have often heard judi- 
cious persons say that they refrained from carry- 
ing deadly weapons, even in self defense, be- 
cause they could scarcely trust themselves in 
moments of extreme excitement. Frenzy, or ex 
trcme emotions might, in an unfortunate period, 
usurp reason, leading to the perpetration of acts 
that would cast a blight upon after life. Persons 
of ungovernable temper, or those under the in 
fluence of intoxicating liquor, carrying secret 
weapons, are apt not only to use them uncauti- 
ously, but fatally, without stopping to think, un 
til too late, of the terrible consequences. As it 
is almost impossible for the police, or those in 
authority, to prevent this evil practice, we would 
give it as advice to all order loving citizens — to 
every one, without distinction of party — to re- 
solve within themselves, that carrying deadly 
weapons is dangerous, contrary to law, and set- 
ting a bad example.

The Taylor and Dalton Horse Race at 
Bridgeport, Conn.

Manufactories or New England.— The Low 

ell Courier, from personal inquiries of the officers 

of the different companies, presents the following 
view of the present condition of the differed 
manufacturing corporations in that city: 

The Hamilton Manufacturing Company are 
running 13,000 out of 4p,o00 spindles, and run 
but five days in each week The Print Works 
are in full operation, but run only five days. 

On the Appletou two thirds of the works are 
in operation, but they ruu only five days per 
week. 

I he Lawrence have stopped 650 out of 1,820 
looms and expect to stop 125 more within a short 
time. They are now running six days, but ex 
pect s.M.n to stop one day per week Notice has 
heeu given that there would be a reduction in 
the price of labor, but the per cent, has not been 
fixed upon. The looms stopped on this corpora 
tion were those on which heavy cloths were made, 
so that the reduction hi the number of pounds 
manufactured is nearly one half. 

On the Suffolk one half of the works are stopped 
and the others run six days per week. They have 
not reduced the price of labor, but expect to very 
soon. 

The whole number of looms on the Tremont is 
760, of which they hav e stopped 374 Thev have 
received notice that the wages will be reduced 
I2>a percent., commencing on the November 
payment. 

On the Merrimac, one mill, in which sheetings 
have been made, is stopped. All the other works 
are running six davs per week. Thev have re 
duced the price of labor, but the reduction is not 
the same on all the work It is from 10 to 16 per 
cent., and will take effect in November 

All the mills on the Boott are stopped, and 
we could not I earn when they are to start 
again. 

On the Massachusetts 350 out of 1,227 looms 
are stopped, aud the others are running but four 
days per week. 

The statement made bv us last Monday, that 
the Directors of the Massachusetts Corporation 
had voted to stop, was not correct. 

On the Prescott, 161 out of 671 looms are 
stopped, and the others are runuing but four davs 
per week. 

Of the Middlesex Company, we are authorized 
to make no statement, except that they have not 
yet decided wh it they shall do. 

The Lowell Company have stopped all their 
cotton works Something more than three fourths 
of the works in the carpet department are running 
five davs in a week 

This company has also given notice that 
the wao.es will be reduced. The reductiou is 
n..t uuiform, but varies on different kinds of 
work. 

From the London Time** City Article, Oct. 13. 
The Bank of England have to-day raised their 
rate of discount from 0 y cent., which was adopt 
ed on Thursday last, to 7 cent. 

This measure was fully anticipated, and, from 
the extent of the applications to day, it is doubt 
M if a further movement will not immediately 
be found necessary. The amount of bullion 
withdrawn has been only JL9,(K)0, but it is assert- 
ed that £4011,000 will be" dispatched to New York 
aud Boston by the Baltic aud Canada on Wed- 
nesday and Saturday next, and, as the Indian ex 
changes show an adverse alteration of lj-^ per 
cent, at Bombay and 2 per cent, al Calcutta^ it is 
also anticipated that the shipments in that direc 
tion by the overland mail of the 20th will be 
larger than was at one time thought probable. 
With tiiese prospects a fresh advance can scarcely 
be avoided, and perhaps we may agaiu see the 
rate of 8 per cent., the highest point it has ever 
reached during modern experience, and at which 
it stood in October, 1847. In proportion, how- 
ever, lo the suddenness of the pressure will be 
the rapidity of the ultimate reaction, and, as on 
that occasion the rate within a year afterward 
went back to 3 percent., there will" in the present 
case be reason to look for an extraordinary turn 
of the tide as soon as the immediate difficulty 
shall have been completely met. Notwithstand 
lag the tempting rates of exchange at New York 
and Calcutta, the transmission of specie thither 
under existing circumstances must be a haz irdous 
speculation, since the question in each instance 
is not what may be apparent profit, judgiug from 
the present advices, but what will have been the 
course of the markets in the interval before the 
operation can be carried out. 

In America the arrears now due to England 
and the Continent are enormous, and - are accu- 
mulating every week, and the moment the panic 
Mhd des and the influence of the fortnight gold 
arrivals from California again begins to be felt, 
the scarcity of bills upou us may be as remarka 
ble as their present abundance. In India, like- 
wise, the falling off in the shipments of produce, 
and the demand upon the Government of pay- 
ments to English steam, companies tor the trans 
port of troops, must exercise a strong effect in 
re-toring more favorable conditions. There is.

The discount house? have increased their rates 
of allowance to 6 per cent, for money at call, and 
6'^ per cent, for deposit with short notice, being 
an advance of 3 4 per ceut. The national dis- 
count company have notified that their terms are 
respectively ii t . l and 6 1 ., per cent. The rate of 
the joint-stock Oauks for deposits will be 6 per 
cent. 

From all parts of the continent there are ac 
counts of increasing pressure, and at Frankfort, 
Berlin, Vienna, and Turin, the banks will dis- 
count only short paper, and that in certain limit 
ed amounts for the several applicants. 

The reports of the trade of the manufacturing 
towns during the past week show considerable 
dullness, in consequence of the increase in the 
rates of discount and the losses from American 
failures. At Manchester business has also beeu 
again effected by the stoppage of several silk 
houses.

New Constitution or Oregon. — The new con 
stitutioa of Oregon bids fair to contain some curi 
ous features. One of these, prepared at the last 
dates, in the convention, was to abolish the grand 
jury system, on account of its expense and in 
quisatorial character, and substitute therefor the 
result of examinations before justices of the 
peace. Another is to make the Governor ex 
officio treasurer of the State, to have no Lieuten- 
ant Governor, and to make the Secretory of State 
Governor pro tem , in case of the death of the 
Executive. A third novelty is the limitation of 
the number of the State Seuate to fifteen, and of 
the Assembly to thirty, with biennial sessions 
A fourth is the viva voce system of voting at all 
public elections. This has been done all aJpng 
in Oregou, and is the Old English plan, adopted 
thence into Virginia, and from Virginia carried 
westward through Kentucky and Missouri to Ore- 
gon. The voting is done in the same way in 
Kansas. There are some other interesting fea 
tures which may be briefly stated thus: Judges of
